By virtue of the retirement of Colonel Jose 
de los Reyes, whose separation from the service 
was authorized by Governor-General Davis on Octo- 
ber 2, two promotions have been announced in the 
senior grades while a shifting of designations have 
been effected by General Nathorst. The promo- 
tions are those of Lieutenant-Colonel William E. 
Dosser who was made full Colonel, effective Octo- 
ber 16, and of Major Paulino Santos who was ele- 
vated to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the same 
date. 

As a result of these promotions General Na- 
thorst has designated Colonel Bactat as District 
Coimmander and Lt.-CoL Santos as Assistant Dis- 
trict Commander for Southern Luzon and Major 
Telesforo Martinez as Adjutant, to succeed Colonel 
Santos. 

The promotion of Colonel Dosser comes after 
twenty-three years of active and efficient service. 
Colonel Dosser first joined the Constabulary on No- 
vember 17, 1907 having '^graduated'' to the rank of 
in the 3rd Cavalry, U. S. Army. Almost from the 
third lieutenant, P. C, from the position of sergeant 
beginning of his career as a Constabulary officer. 
Colonel Dosser has worked among the Non-Christian 
peoples of Northern Luzon. At present he is Gov- 
ernor of the Mountain Province and at the same 
time District Commander for Northern Luzon. Col-

onel Dosser's record among the non-Christian peo- 
ples is an enviable one and has drawn high com- 
mendation not only from Constabulary officers but 
from other insular authorities as well. 

The most noteworthy promotion in recent 
years, however, is the elevation of Major Paulino 
Santos to the rank bf lieutenamt-'colonel. Colonel 
Santos' life story reads like one of Horatio Alger's 
famed boy novels, and such titles as ''From Bottle 
Washer to Colonel" or ''Paulino, The Boy Who Rose 
to the Heights", or "Sheer Grit", might well serve 
as captions to the biography of this youfthful of- 
ficer who is well on his way to the highest posi- 
tion the Philippine Constabulary can give him. 

Perhaps no officer in the Constabulary has re- 
ceived so much commendation and obtained so 
much praise from his superiors and other officials 
of the government as well as from outsiders as Col- 
onel Santos. His record as an officer is one of dis- 
tinctive achievment — one that he can legitimately be 
proud of. During this twenty-one years service he 
has demonstrated exceptional ability not only as a 
Constabulary officer but as an administrator and 
executive and he has more than made good the pro- 
phecv of such officers as General Nathorst, Colonel 
Sweet, Colonel Gilheuser, Colonel Traub, Colonel 
Waloe, Colonel Tharp, Major Stephens, Captain To- 
bey and Captain Knox, that he had "the making for 
one of our best Filipino officers". 

Colonel Santos rose from literally nothing, be- 
ing one of the children of a poor Ilocano family in

The re- 
tiiement of Col- 
onel Reyes leaves 
only three officers 
to comjpose the 
Old Guard— of- 
ficers who have 
served in the 
in the Constabulary moie than twenty-five 
years. The remaining trio are General Nathorst 
present chief of the organization, Colonel Lucien 
Sweet, Chief of Staff who is on leave, and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Eujstaquio Bactat, District Commander 
for Southern Luzon. 

Befoie the retirement of Colonel de los Reyes, 
it was three years since the Old Guard lost some 
of its members. In 1927 four officers passed to the 
retired list, namely: Colonel Juan Dominguez, 
Colonel Aurelio Ramos, Major Jose Velasquez and 
First Lieutenant Pedro Soto. The year 1927 also 
saw the passing of General Rafael Ciame who was 
also a member of the fsmed Old Guard. 

Colonel de los Reyes was with the Constabulary 
from) its infancy, having enlisted on Sbptemfcer 16, 
1901 at the age of 25. He served as a private, cor- 
poral and sergeant and was appomtsd sub-inspector 
on April 1, 1902. In 1903 he was commissioned 
third lieutenant. From this time on he steadily 
worked himself up through the various ranks, get- 
ting a promotion every two years until 1909 when 
he attained the rank of captain. He remained a 
captain until 1917 when he was promoted to major 
which rank he held for only fourteen mionths before 
he .achieved the rank of lieutenant-colonel and made 
assistant-chief. He w^as finally promoted to full 
colonelship on March 10, 1910, retaining his position 
as assistant chief. One of Colonel Reyes' outstand- 
ing achievements a Constabulary officer was his 



victory over the Santa Iglesia' organizationi of Ha- 
gonoy, Bulacan, and the killing of the notorious 
outlaw leader ''Generar' Manuel Garcia, alias Ca- 
pitan Tui. That occured in 1906 while Colonel Re- 
yes was only a second lieutenant. 

Excerpts frcnij the report of Governor Sandico 
of Bulacan to t!ie Secretary of the Inteiior regard- 
ing Colonel Reyes' feat follow: 

**0n the night of Easter Sunday, April 16, 
1906, members of the Santa Iglesia organization 
under the leadership of Manuel Garcia' attacked 
the ccnstabulaiy cuartel at Malolos, Bulacan, 
killed one constabulary soldier, and captured) 22 
carbines with 1800 rounds of ammunition. The 
band was promptly pursued, but no decisive en- 
counter occurred between the outlaws and the 
government forces until Juily 9, when Lieutenant 
Reyes struck the band in a barrio of Hagonoy, 
killing the leader, 'General' Garcia with most 
of his followers. Continuous operations have 
heen carried on since that time with a gradual 
decimation of their forces and guns." 

**The attack of Salvador's band in Malolos 
on April 16, was made for the purpose of getting 
arms in which it was completely successful, 
making off with 22 springfield carbines :and 1800 
rounds of ammunition, after killing 3 and wound- 
ing 10 of the 16 constabulary soldiers who were 
surprised in the cuartel. The attack was under 
the leadership of Manuel Garcia (simce killed) 
and he had ^bout 80 ibolo men with him. Garcia 
and his band were vigorously pursued by the con- 
stabulary of Bulacan and Pampanga, and finally, 
with 53 men and 31 guns, on the 17th of June,

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Manila Gangs: Their Origin And Objects 

If the Presence of Gangs Is an Indication of a High State of Society 
Then Manila Is Getting Highly Modernized

Sociologists are wont to tell us that crime, cri- 
minals and other sources of disturbances to society 
are a necessary concomitant to our highly developed 
social state; the necessary evils which are attend- 
ent to man's social relationship with his fellow be- 
in^g^. The histoiy of the growth of mianis social 
existence seems to bear out this conclusion for evi- 
dences are abundant to show that the higher deve- 
loped the community the igreatsr the Mmber of 
crimes against property and persons committed and 
the more ingenuous the methods and modes em- 
ployed. 

If credance is given to this sociological avern- 
ment then Manila is getting highly modernized: 
the Pearl of the Orient is seeking her place in the 
sun among the modern cities of the world. This 
belief is reached after close study of the develop- 



ment of the Manila underworld and the progress 
that crime has made of recent years. Despite the 
fact that Chief of Police Piatt calmly takes for 
granted Manila's crime and insists that Manila has 
less crime, comparatively speaking, than any of 
the larger cities of the world, to a common layman 
Manila is seething with crime. Not a day passes 
that the newspapers of Manila do not reveal in 
blazoned headlines some crime that has been com- 
mitted either against morals, property, or person. 

Of interest to students of sociology should bo 
the growth in number and in size of gangs in the 
Philippines. Manila can boast of a dozen or so 
large and powerful gangs besides another dozan 
Chinese tomgs and innumerable pool iroom gangs 
of less power. 

Nor is gang activity foreign to the provinces 
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where several ^'societies" have more than on one 
occasion spread terror in their respective spheres 
of influence. For example the "Amay Buligui Ga- 
rni", better known as the A. B. C. gang and the 
''Leon's Eye" in Negros Occidental and the *'Maka- 
basagbungo" of Bulacan have caused the Constabu- 
lary and the municipal police no Ititle amount of 
trouble in the past. 

But Manila is the gang center of the Philip- 
pines. Every district in the city boasts of at least 
one gang and some districts have as many ias five 
or six gangs. Perhaps the most notorious of Ma- 
nila's gangs, due to wide publicity given it recent- 
ly, is the ''Magdaragats" of San Nicolas district. 
This society comprises in its membership seamen, 
stevadors and causual workers around the piers. 
The gang partakes of the nature of a labor union 
although it is far more violent and less scrupluous. 
It has been charged with being organized for the 
purpose of using ''forcible means to socialize po- 
sitions in which they are interested". The "Mag- 
daragats" are highly organized and exert a power- 
ful influence in San Nicolas district. When the 
"Magdaragats" go on a rampage the entire district 
quakes with fear. This San Nicolas gang does 
not limit it's activities to San Nicolas, however. 
Time and again they have invaded other gang king- 
doms to beat up or terrorize their rival racke- 
teers. 

A few years back the gang which drew 
the limelight upon itself and front page pufc- 
li'city was the "Veintimueve" outfit of San) Pe- 
dro Mlacati. This gang was origimailly a union 
of servants of Amen il: an officers at Fort 
William McKinley and obtained its name 
from the fact that the original membership was 
limited to 29 persons. The gang still rules in the 
district around the Riz^il Army post and operates 



around the Luzon and Olympia cabarets. It was 
originally organized for the purpose of defending 
Filipinos from maltreatment by American soldiers. 
The gang, however, not only assumed the defense 
against the occasional maltreatment at the hands 
of the American doughboys but soon learned to take 
the aggressive and many a peaceful "soldado" suf- 
fered physical chastisement at the hands of the 
Veintinueves. 

Several other gangs in Manila were organ- 
ized to stop abuses of Filipinos by drunken Amer- 
ican soldiers and sailors. One of these is the "Li- 
berty" gang which is active on Plaza Santa Cruz 
and La Loma cabaret. Another is the "Kapati- 
ran" gang of Intramuros, composed of patrons of 
pools rooms who banded together to "protect pi- 
noys from the abusive American soldados". The 
"Apaches" of Intramuros came into existence also 
for the same purpose. 

Other gangs of wide notoriety m Manila and 
environs are the "Filipino Physical Culturists" ori- 
ginally organized as a sporting association but 
which degenerated into a street gang with Pasay 
Cabaret as its central place of activity; the "Cir- . 
culo M" of San Juan and the "Samahang Hudios" 
of Tondo. For a time the Physical Culturists 
made bathing on Pasay beach highly embarrassing 
for women and dangerous for the men. The "Sa- 
mahang Hudios" has for its object the boycotting 
of foreign business men. 

Besides the Filipino gangs there are a dozen 
or more Chinese tongs which occasionally make 
ihemselves felt and seen in Manila's Chinatown. 
Not much is kndwn of these Chinese gangs as no 
Filipinos can gain membership thereto and the 
members are most secretive. Written in heavy 
black on the city's police records, however, is the

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A Country Outpost vs. A City Garrison

Interesting Views Expressed By Cadets on Advantages and Disadvantages 

of City and Country Posts

The above was the subject of the thesis (or 
essay) set ini tbe recent examination of second 
lieutenants, for promotion to the next higher 
rank. The following views and carriiments, ta-ken 
from some of the thesis submitted (slightly 
edited, for the sake of coirect gnaaiimatical c<ons- 
truction), reveal some illuminating phase of cons- 
tabulary life at a remote ouitpost as compared 
with life in a city garrison. 

2nd Lieut. 613 remarks: "A remote Cons- 
tabulary station is free from the neive-nacki'ng 
noise of the passing multitudes and innumerable 
mbtor vehicles. It is free from pickpockets, rob- 
bers, and murderers which infest most thickly 
inhabited towns. The inhabitants of the country 
districts are usually peacefid, law-abiding, \attid 
industrious. The scenery is pleasing to the eye. 
One looks upon wide plains covered with green 
vegetation, beyond which are towering mountains. 
At night, in the absence of light, one sees nothing 
but complete darkness The soldiers are con- 
tented because of the abundance of food supplies. 
Oni the other hand, the service is handicapped by 
the absence of rapid transportation. The men 
have to depend on the strength of their legs. The 
country is lO'Kgh, and moumtadnous, and patrolling 
is hard. Sometimes the men have to crawl on all 
fours. At such a station a compainy officer must 
be a Jaick-of -all-trades. When he takes out a 
patrol he becomes an engineer, mapping the trails, 
or supervising the construction of an improvised 
bridge. When occasion arises he acts as a physi- 
cian, curing the sick he finds in remote barrios. 
If stationed in a city an officer gains experience 
in investigating crimes, .pind prosecuting the cu!-

prints in court. Means of transportation are 
abundant, including motor-cycles, automoibiles, 
and trudks. Patrolling, therefore, is made easy; 
and consequently the soldiers tend to become phy- 
sicallj' weak for lack of exercise. The cost of 
living in the city is high. Periodically agents 
come -p.round offering tickets for cine benefits, 
dances, and banquets. Among such are beautiful 
lasses who pm Red Cross tags, and the like, on 
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an officer's breast. The cost of all these things 
is a heavy draim on an officer's purse. But he 
feels he must live up to standard; he cannot play 
hide-and-seek with the ticket sellers lest they 
call him a miser. He must be good mixer in order 
to gain the respect and confidence of the people. 
In the cities crimes are often conmiitted during 
the stillness of the night. Consequently night 
patrols, which are uncommon in the country, are 
necessary in the large towns .... It is regretable 
that the excellent and efficient work (pieiformed by 
officers and men im the wild;, remote districts do 
not receive that wide publicity which is given to 
thosie whose duties are im the cities." 

2nd Lieut. 607 is inclined to be pessimistic 
about service **on the border". He feels that an of- 
ficer at an isolated station has no social standing 
and that should he attend a social function he is 
likely to be **as shy as \a. domesticated Negrito". 
He admits, however that a distant provincial 
station possesses "financial aldVantages", for the 
reason that there is nothig to buy, and nothing 
to airouse one's temptation to spend mone3^ 
*' Praictically speaking", this is the only reason 
this officer can think of for desiring to serve in 
an isolated district — though he concedes that it 
is easier to preserve o'ne's good health in the open 
sipaoes than in the congested cities. He also re- 
fers to the possibility of "enjoying Nature's 
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work, like beautiful scenery and the singinigi of 
itiirds;" but the average Constabulary officer 
puts little stock in such trifles, "because the 
Almighty intended them for the enjoyment of Po- 
ets and Wnters'\."Waiile the finia»ncial condition 
of an officer serving in the city is always pre- 
carious, yet this can be looked upon as am advant- 
age, because he is able to solve the most difficult 
problem of a life-time, nja/mely the problem of 
"Ho;me Eicononi|ics''. If stationed in a city a 
Constabulary officer must always be on the level, 
art always up to date in matters of clotliing, uni- 
forms, and home luxuries/' 

2fnd Lieut. 609 finds various attrsctive fea- 
tufres, in out-station service. Amomg th&m are : an 
abundance of fresh air, large quantities of fresh 
water (prescribed by Mr. Volstead), a restful 
quietness both by day and night, opportunity for 
saving money because there is nothing to buy, land 
a variety of good hunting. **The purest air is 
found in the country. The air of the city is gen- 
erally impure, being saturated with dust and smoke. 
In the country an abundance of clear, cool, freF.h 
water is to be obtained from Nature's springs Can 
we find this in the city? No! City water is artifi- 
cial, and not to be compareld with country water. 
In the country, after sunset, when the day's work 
is done, an officer can rest and irelax his mind. 
Everything about him is ^^<a.c'eful and quiet, and he 
can forget the troubles of the day. But in the city 
even at midnight he can not avoid the honk of au- 
tomobile horns, the rattling of passing trucks, and 
the laughing and shouting of passers-by. In the 
country even a spendthrift must save money. 
There is 'nothing to buy — so what 'clain he do? But 
in the city every time an officer leaves his quarters 
it means good money out of his pocket! As for 
hunting — the favorite sport of the late President 
Roosevelt and the Prince of Wales — ^how much 
enjoyment can be had! from shooting wild duicks 
in flight, running deer, or the tamarao of Mindoro 
while it is v/allowing and refreshing itself in a 
pool! Wh'at wild game can you shoot in, the city? 
Probably only the smallest kind of bird!'*. , Htyw- 
ever this officer finds some disadvantages about 
country service. Almost the only persons with 
whom he comes in contact are "comimon tacs", 
who are inarticulate and have no news to impart. 
In the city, at every street coriler, tare to be found 
news-boys selling th-e "Trifciune", "La Van;guardia", 
'Taliba", or the "P'ree P'ress". In the country 
there are no cines, and one soon falls behind! with 
respect to the Movies and the Talkies. Conse- 
quetly an officer forgets' his favorite stars in 
Hollywood. . . .The lack of transportation is also a 
disaldVantage. Ordinarily, when an officer goes 
out, he has to walk. He may bf able to secuire a 
horse or a carabao, but they aire not comfortetole. 
If he is in the city he can select an automobile, 
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electric car, or calesa to suit himself. In a city an 
officer meets all sorts of Politicos, and he learns 
how to play the game with them; while in the 
country he hias no opportunities to learn how to 
play his part among the politicos/' 

2nd Lieut. 601 agrees with most of his collea- 
gues that service at a country station is more 
healtful than garrison service in a city. In the 
country the air is pure, whereas in a city, 
because of density of population, congestion 
of buildings, and many factories the air is warm 
and inpure. Epidemic diseases such as dysentery, 
typhoid fever, and cholera are more virulent in a 
city than in, the country. There are lalso economi- 
cal advantages accuring to countiy life. The 
living conditions are simple. Fresh vegetables may 
be cultivated in the station garden; chickens and 
pigs can be locally raised. Social functions are rare 
in an isolated country district. '*It is an admitted 
fact that, for an officer to maintain a proper sta- 
tus in; society, especially if he has ;a large family 
(which is frequently the case), his living expenses 
are burdensome. In the country things are dif- 
ferent. The cost of social obligations can be re- 
duced to an insignificant sum, or eliminated al- 
together. There are no talkies, recreation halls, 
nor other centers of ^amusement 

"Service in a country district, remote head- 
quarters, affords an officer various opportuinities 



to deinjonstrate his true worth. He must depend 
on himself and exercise his own initiative. Thus 
his superiors can realize the real merit of honest 
and faithful service. At the same tame, if a/n 
officer has tendenicy to Ibe dishonest he can. find 
/m^ny opportunities to be dishonest in an insolated 
section of the country, just as — if he has decided to 
deliver the goods — he caji be good. There are var- 
ious ways in which he can perform missioniairy ser- 
vice. Sometimes he acts as a coumtry doctor, and 
gives patent medicines to patients to relieve them 
of their pains; for -example, quinine to those sick of 
malaria, and aspirin to those with headaches. He 
sometimes aots as judge, settling domestic quar- 
rels; in, fact the people often seek: the advice of 
the officer, who does his best to fix, exti^a^-legally, 
such disputes to the satisfaction of all concerned. 
In this way the officer creates a good impression 
among the inhabitants, and brings credit to the 
service, owing to the innumerable Counsellors-at- 
law avialable. In the country an officer has many 
opportunities to demonstrate his ability as a build- 
er or carpenter. He prepares his own plans for 
temporary buildings, which are constructed by the 
soldiers under his command, under his supervision. 
In a city such work is nearly always done by the 
Bureau of Public Works or by contractors, so that 
a^n officer can not demonstrate his ability as a

The doubts which arise 
are certa^inly not less great when we consider the 
acts conunitted in the atmosphere in view of the 
fact that notwithstanding the great progress, so 
far made in aviation, until now there has not been 
defined as to what part of the atmosphere belongs 
to the jurisdiction of each country. 

In view of the forgoing, I am of the opinion 
that the prohibition of article 2 should be limited 
to Filipino citizens only, althougji even in this case 
the jurisdiction of th,e Philippine Courts by rea- 
son of lack of teririt'orial basis of the place of tlhis 
commision of the offense, mig'ht still be su(bject to 
discussion. As a whole, article 2 as it is, if a,p;roved, 
would not affect adversely the Bill in toto, beoaiuse 
of the most that can result is that the Philippine 
government could not enforce this article of the 
Code wlhen the infraction thereof is committed by 
foreigners outside the territorial, maritime or ae- 
rial, jurisdiction of the Philippines. 

Sec. 22 '^Causes of justification'' in my opi- 
nion should be suppressed like other cases of 
exemption allowing, ho^yever, the enumeration of 
article 21. In my juidgment there exist no diffe- 
rence in the sense and legal effects betwieen "cau- 
ses of exemption and causes of justification.'' The 
circumstances spec?ified in Art. 21 exemjpt from 
criminal responsibility to the sam.e degree as those 
of article 22 calleld' causes of justification. In both 
the existence of the circumstances specified in ei- 
ther of the two articles mentioned as the case may 
be, should be proved by the accused in order to be 
exempited from correctioinial responsibility. Conse- 
quently the words "and justif ideation" should be 
suppressed from the general epigraph title, 3rd, 
and from the epigraph chapter fourth and suppres- 
sin^g likewise the three lines, 3, 4, and 5, of article 
22, Nbs. 1, 2, etc. of this article to have numbers 
6, 7, etc. 

In discussing a Correctional Code scientifical- 
ly prepared I believe that logical order requires 
that all of article 295 which refers to lalbor and wa- 
ges of the conlvicts ad'judged guilty of violating any 
other law or ordinance should be placed after arti- 
cle 63, "administration of correctional institutions 
and reformatories," thus bec^oming article 64, ad- 
vancing therefor the numitfering of subsequent ar- 
ticles. 

Sec. 65. "Successive seiving of sentences.'' 
The fixing of the miaximuim duration of the sen- 
tences to 75 years does not seem to be in recoiL'd 



with th,e correctional objective of the Code, much 
less when we consider that article 65 of the Code 
now in force, which is rigorously penal in charac- 
ter, fixes only a maximum penalty of forty years. 
It seems illusory that la iperson can remaiti 75 
years in prison, if we take into consideration the 
average life -of the Filipinos, counting even from 
ten years of age. 

The same article 65 in its paragraph 2 gives 
to the Director of Prisons the authority to arrange 
the order of serving the sentences. I am of the opi- 
nion that this authority should belong to the Courts 
of Justice for obvious reasons. Therefore, the 
wfords "of the Director of Prisons" line 26, p. 31 
of the Bill should be suppressed inserting in its 
place ^*of the Courts." 

After article 69 which deals on the computa- 
tion of the prescription of crimes, shouldi follov/ 
article 292 of the Bill, whicfh speaks of the pres- 
cri,ptioni of the infractions of other laws and o^rdi-

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General Nathorst And Colonel Reyes 
Toss Verbal Bouquets At Each Other 

General Charles E. Nathorst and Colonel Jose 
de los Reyes, retired, took occassion, at a party ten- 
dered in honor of Colonel Reyes the early part of 
this month, to exchange verbal bouquets of the high- 
est order. The party was a despedida program giv- 
en by officers of the Constabulary at Gagalangin 
Barracks in honor of Colonel Reyes on the occasion 
of his retirement from the service. 

General Nathort's tribute v^as paid to Colonel 
Reyes in a short address given by the Constabulary 
chief. General Nathorst's speech follow^s: 

Thiity-three years ago: or, to be exact, on 
June 23, 1897; General Qiegorio H. del Pilaris com- 
mand defeated the Spanish garrison at Buiaican, 
Bulacan, and negoti'atio'ns for its surrender were 
entered upon. This garrison was under the com- 
mand of Comandante Ortiz who had at his disposi- 
tion the Guardia Civil, Infantry and Battalion No. 
5 Casadores. The next day the garrison surrender- 
ed and the flag of the battalion was received by 
General Del Pilar and his staff. On his staff, who 
received this token of surrender, was a kid lieuten- 
ant 21 years of age. This Lieutenant is Colonel 
Jose de los Reyes, the guest of honor of this gather- 
ing. Lieuttenant Reyes had already distinguished 
himself in the Revolutionary Army. This was to 
be followed by later and greater achievements in 
the Constabulary. Lieutenant Reyes remained with 
the i evolutionary foices unMl the troul)le was set- 
in the Constabulary of Bulacan. To my way of 
tledl and, on September 16, 1901, enlisted as a private 
thinking, Lieut. Reyes' enlistment as a private in 
the Constabulary was one of the high points of his 
caieer. Private Reyes had made up his mind that 
in the Constabulary lay his fatiu^e. He was a 
serious minded young' fellow and he knew that by 
attending scriictly to business his career as a 
. private would be short. This was borne out by the 
fact that within ai year he was made a sergeant and 
the next year, 1902, a sub-inspector. Tlhe training 
as a soldier which he had under the able leadership 
of General Gregorio del Pilar no doutit accelerated 
his promotion in the Constabulary. ^He had !iad a 
taste of military life and he liked it. The life of a 
soldier appealed to hirm and he loved it. He had 
chosen the pmfession where he would be most suc- 
cessful as is shown by his brilliant record in the 
Constabulary. Twenty-four years after his enlist- 
ment .as a private he held the rank of colonel. Colon- 
el Reyes is a self-made man. Hie can look back 
with pride uipon his 29 years of exceptionally splen- 
did and efficient service in our organization. I 
shall not enlarge upon his many outstanding 



achievements in the service. They are well known. 
I wish all of you, however, to realize that Colonel 
Reyes has always been an officer who stood for the 
right and his integrity as a govrenment employee 
is unquestioned. During the last two years Coloinel 
Reyes on more than one occasion has spoken to me 
about his retirement. However, when recently he 
spoke again to me of his impaired health, I very 
reluctantly forwarded his request to His Excellency, 
the Governor-General, recomimending approval. 
While we lose Colonel Reyes as an active mfember 
of the Corps, I wish you all to know that we have 
mot lost him. He is still one of UB and will remain 
so while there is a Constabulary.

EQUALITY OR FAVORITISM

Nb two things are equal. Inequality pervades 
the entire social structure. Equality in this sense 
exists in theory only. This is fiiot the equality 
meant in this editorial. 

Mr. A. Brisbane said, '*Childre7i feel equality, 
and they feel inequality''. Many great military 
leaders have exipressed that lequal justice for all 
promotes contentment in a domimaaid. The United 
States constitution expressly mentions the political 
dbctrine of the lequality of man and the principle 
of equal opportunity for all. This is the kind of 
equality meaint therein, the kind that lall soldiers 
claim, from the lowest privaite to the highest rank 
of general. 

Favoritism destroys equality — it creates inequal- 
ity. In the classroom it poisons the youinig mind ; 
in a military command, it undermines discipline — 
it poisons the ''esprit de corps". 

In the first case the child lacks the brute force 
to protest — it could mot, even if it wajnted to. In 
the second, the soldier has im;ore thiam sufficient 
brute strength to protest — he would not, even if he 
wanted to. 

The child does not protest against favoritism 
beoause k)f itls weakness ; the soldier, becauee of his 
diisciplined strength. It is as mean for a teacher 
tot ake advantage of the work child as it is detest- 
able for aaii officer to abuse his power over a "strooiig 
disciplited soldier*'. In both cases those who prac- 
tice favoritism kills equality and sets inequality by 
favoritism.

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LAW ENFORCEMENT 

In the Herald 

To be sure, enforcement of the gambling laws 
is not an easy matter. One reason for the imiain- 
teniance of a police force is to grapple with such a 
difficult worfc. 

Chief Piatt seems impatient, however, amd in 
view of the difficulties TOcoumtered by the Manila 
police in enforcing the gambling laws, (hfe suggests 
the enactment of an ordinance which would close 
all clubs known to the police as gamblng clubs, and 
also prohibit such card games as are not at the 
present included in the list of illegal games. 

The ohief of police is confident that with such 
an ordinance his organization wiould be in a better 
position to cope with the gamblinlg situation in the 
city. 

We do hope that the police chief is right. But 
it would (not be amiss to state that the gambling 
vice cannot be controlled by the mere enactment of 
the most rigid anti-gambling ordinances alctne. Very 
often the /gjaqmblinig moguls are years ahead of the 
police in theif methods of law evasion). Aind the 
police must lait all times exericise the most rigid 
vigilance to nullify tJie activities of law violators.

DANGERS SPOTS

One cannot blaime the police for coinsidering 
the rapidly growing traffic problem in terms of 
the Escolta and adjoining throughfares. It may 
be well, however, to call the attention of the chief 
of police to a phase of the problem that is attain- 
ing to the stage af a full-blowin pnoblemi in itself — 
the situation that obtains at intersections of main 
arteries of travel in the residential districts of the 
city. An instance is the junction of Pennsylvania 
iStreet and Taft Avenue. At certain hours of the 
day this point marks the crossing of two heavy 
stneams of tnaf f ic : one boumd to or from the down- 
towm section, and the other flowing along the 
throughfares that lead to several lairge educational 
institutions in the vicinity. Twice a day the traffic 
at this point is as heavy as that anywhere in the 
city, ,and twice as dangerous. Utnidhieceked by the 
presence of a single traffic policeman, drivers 
indulge in unirestrained burst of speed, disregard- 
ing traffic rules and taking the wildest chances. 

The establishment of a trajffi'c regulating sta- 
tion at Taft Avenue and Herran was a start in the 
right direction. That point, however, is only one 
of several that require imjmediate and stringent 
supervision. The residential districts of Manila 
arei Idotted with such danger sfpots.

And we would like 
to call the attention of the huntfers to the wanton 
destruction of this game. 

Baggiuigi hundreds of snipes a day is no longer 
a sport. It is extermination. And it is to the in- 
terest of the' game hunters themselves to go slow 
on the killing of game birds. Unless they li- 
mit their killings, tim\9 will come when snipes, 
which have provided men with a fine sport, will be 
extinct. And in. thus saying we beair in mind that 
snipes are migratory birds. 

We believe that snipe hunters should form a 
club and by mutual consent agree upon a inaxi- 
mum catch a day, and then reoommend the enact- 
ment of ai law to that effect. 

There is la game law which is supposed to be 
a guide to the hunter. But the law is not enough 
A sportman's code to supplement the rules of 
game hunting v^^uld \be quite aui effective nieans 
of preserving igame birds in these Islands, which 
are as precious to the sportsmen as they are es- 
sential to farming.

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Supreme Court Holds 

Game Of 



Draw Poker To Be 
Chance

Tlhe oft — argued question of whether or not 
draw poker is purely a game of chance or a game 
of skill has been definitely dec^idedl by judicial deci- 
sion, and, for the purpose off law at least this no- 
torious feaird game is rated as one of t!he prohibited 
forms of gambling pastimes. In the case of the Peo- 
ple of the Philippine Islands vs. Luis Nolascd^ et al., 
the Supreme Com^t of the Philiippines held, in an ex^ 
hausive deoision penned by Justice Johns, that 
draw poker is a game of chance within the mean- 
ning of the gambling law. Although the decision was 
promulgated in November, 1926 it is not popularly 
known as it has never been published and does not 
appear in the Philippine Reports. Nonetheless the 
decision was concurred in by Justices Stieet, Os- 
trand, and Villareal, making the decision unani- 
mous in the division of the tribulnal before which 
it was heard. 

The ddcision which should prove enlightening 
and of interest to Constabulaiy and police officials 
follows in full: 

DECISION 

JOHNS, J: 

The defendants waived preliminary examina- 
tion in t)he Justice of the Peace Court of Cebu, 
Cebu, in which they were charged with a violation 
of Act No. 1757, 'and the record having been ceiti- 
fied to the Court of FMrst Instance of tha province, 
the Piiovi'ncial Fisoail filed the following informa- 
tion against them : 

"The undersigned accuses Luis Nolasco 
Jose Perez, Ciriaco Singson and Manuel Reyes 
of a violation of Act No. 1757, inasmuch as on 
or about June 14, 1925, in the Luzonense Club, 
municipality of Cebu, Province of Cebu, the 
above-named defendants were willfully, un- 
lawfully and criminally surprised playing draw 
poker, a game of chance prohibited by law, 
chips haviu'g' been taken in their possession 
which represent bets of money oomnected with 
said game." 

Upon beinig airaigned, they entered a plea of 
not guilty. After the evidence, the lower couit 
found them all guilty as charged, and sentenced 
each to pay a fine of P50,00, with subsidiary im- 
prisonment in case of insolvency, and one-fourth 
of the cost, and forfeited the cords and chips. 

Fr<om that judgment, the defendants appeal 
and assign the following errors: 

"I 
'The court below erred in holding that 



*draw poker* is a game of chance and not oi 
skill. -; 

"It aJso erred in. not allowing the defend- 
ants duly to raise their defense, comminting an 
abuse of the discretion granted it by the law. 

*aii 

"It likewise erred in finding that the def- 
endants were playing with, money or things 
representative of value. 

"IV 
"It finally erred in not {giving the def- 
endants the benefit of the reasonable doubt, 
a.Tid in rendering judgment against them.'' 

Section 1 of Adt No. 1757 is as follows: 

"Gam.bling within the meaning of this Act 
consists in the playing of any game for money 
or any representative of value or valuable 
con,sideratio-n or thing, the resuit of which 
game depends wholly or chiefly upon chance 
or hazard, or the use of any mechanical in-

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SUPREME COUKT HOLDS DRAW POKER 
TO BE GAME OF CHANCE

vention: or contrivance to determine by chance 
the loser or winner of money or of any re- 
presentative of value or of any valuable 
consideration or thing." 

The evidence is conclusive that the defend- 
ants weie playing wb?i; is comnilonily known as 
''draw poker'* for monej^ or ''chips'* as lepresen- 
tative of value. There is no real dispute as to any 
material fact. Assuming all of such facts to be 
true, the defense vigorously contends tliat "draw 
poker" is not a game of chance, and for such reason 
is not a (prohibited gaime within the meanirug' of 
Section] 1 of Act No. 1757. That is the real ques- 
tion involved in this case. 

Words & Phrases, Vol. 6, page 4523, says: 

"Poker'' is played witlh cards, and is a 
game of dhance within the meaning of a sta- 
tute pioviding that any person who shall 
keep any house, saloon, or room where any 
banking game or any other game of chance 
is dealt or played for money, or anything re- 
presentating money is used, he shall pay a 
license, etc. ; for such is its popular and general 
meaning." 

Corpus Juris, Vol. 27, page 968, says: 

''Classification of Games — (1) In Gene- 
ral, Games are classified into gaimes of chance, 
games of skill, and mixed games of chance and 
skill. 

''Game of Chance, The phrase 'game of 
chance', it has been said, is not one long known 
ini the law and having thierein a settled signi- 
fication. It is a game determined entirely or 
in part by lot or mere luck, and in which judg- 
ment, practice, skill, or adroitness have ho- 
nestly no office at all, or are thwarted by 
chance; a game in which hazard entiiely pre- 
domiinates. Games of chance have been classi- 
fied! into two kinds or classes: the first, wheie 
the chances are equal all other things being 
equal, ; and the second, where lrII other things 
being equal the chances are unequal notwith- 
standing, that is, in favor of one side. 

''Game of Skill. A game of skill is one in 
whicihj nothing, is left to chance, and in which 
superior iknowledge and attention, or superior 
strength, agility, and practice, gain the victo- 
ry. 

''Mixed Game of Chance nnd skill, A 
mixed game of dhance and skill is a game in 
which the element of hazard prevails, notwith- 



standing the skill and adroitness of the ga- 
mesters and the combination brought to bear 
by their understanding anidi ability. 

"Hc^w Distinguished and Determined, Gajmes 
of skill are distinguished from games of chance 
in that latter are games dependient uponi chance or 
luck, and in which adroitness has no office at all. 
It is the character of the game, and not the skill 
or want of skill of the player, which determines 
whether the gam,e is one of chance or of skill. The 
test of the chiaracter of the game is, not whether 
it contains am, element of chance or an element of 
skill, but which is the dominating; element that de- 
ter(mines the result of the game. A gam.e of chance 
does not qease to be such g'ame because it calls 
for the exercise of skill, nor does a game of skill 
cease to be such because at times its result is de- 
termined! by some unforeseen accident." 

Page 972: 

"Poker. Pokei- is a well known American 
game. It is a game played with cards, and usually 
with chips, for diversion or gain. There are seve- 
ral kinds of poker, such as 'straight poker', 'draw 
poker', 'stud' or 'stud-horse' poker, and 'senate 
poker' ; but a slight variation in name or mode of 
playing does not (prevent ta game from being 'po- 
ker' where it is decided on a showing of cards by 
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the same high cards anid combinations of cards as 
in common poker/' 

In the case of Reyes vs. Martinez, Vol. 5, Phil., 
402, this Court in an opinion written by Justice 
Johnson says: 

"A game of chance, luck, or hazard is defined 
uinder the Kipanish law as a game where 'the re- 
sult of the ,g:ame does not depend upo^n the skill of 
the player but exclusively on tthance or luck, such 
as the g?.me of monte or dice.' '' 

Ruling Case Law, Vol. 12, page 717, says: 

"Eng.iging in playing any game of cards in 
which mcney, property, or other thing of value is 
won or lost is generally considered gaming within 
the mear.ing of statutes prohibiting and penalizing 
gambling.'' 

In the Case of City of Shaveport vs. Bowen, 
116 La. 522; 40 20, 859, the Supreme Court of that 
state says: 

*'Tlie question is whether it is necessary, in 
order to bring: the acts or course of conduct with 
which the defendant is cihiarged within the mean- 
in;g' of the statute and the ordinance, that the 
game of dlraw jpoker should be specifically dec- 
lared to be', of necessity, gambling. We have no he- 
sitation in ansiwering this questioni in the negative. 
There is mo law in this state which uindertakes, by 
enumeration or otherwise, to define all the forms 
of gambling, and it wound be a; work of superero- 
gation to do so for the purposes of the question 
h©re presented for, while there may be differences 
of opinion as to some exceptional cases, and as ♦lo 
whether this, or that is a banking game, it is a 
matter 'of common knowledge, couceining which 
tihiere can be no doubt or dispute, that draw poker 
is a gambling 'giame, pure ainid simple, probably 
more widely recognized as such than any other 
game Iknowni to the American people." 

"Diaw poker" is played by two or more persons, 
and with a deck of fifty-two cards. Before the 
draw, the dealer gives each player five cards, 
are distributed in consecutive order an done at a 
time, depending upon the number of players in the 
game, a.nd ais a general rule, the dealer only is re- 
quired! to ante. But in case of a jadk pot, all of the 
players are required to ante an amount which is 
agreed upofnj between them, before the draw. A 
jack pot can be opened only by a^player who has 
jack pot can be opened only by a player who has 
pLnyer' can then come in the pot on any kind of 
a hand. In any p'oker game, after the pot is once 
opened by the making of a bet, any player can 
come in the pot by either calling or raising the bet. 
Those who do not come in or remain in the final 



pot m!ust lay down their hands, and those remain- 
inig in the pot then draw from the remaining deck, 
by telling the dieialer the aiiumber of cards they 
want to draw, which imay be one, two, three, four 
or even five cards. The number of cards called) for 
by the respective players is then given them by the 
dealer from the remaining deck. After thte final 
draw, betting may then be resumed at the qptiou 
of either' player. In ca^se a given fciet is made by 
one player, which is not (Cialled by another, the one 
making the bet takes the whole pot. In the event 
that such a bet is called by one or more players, 
and the bet is n.ot raised, it is then a "showdown", 
and the person, with the best hand wins the pot. In 
the event that one player makes a bet after the 
draw, and the bet is not called by anothier player, 
the one making the bet takes the whole pot in the 
same way that such a player would take it before 
the draw, anjd without regard as to who mjay have 
the best hiarrd. In an honest game of poker, the 
number of cards which any player draws is more 
or less a ^matter of judgment, but the actual cards 
whichi he does draw is one of choncey and of chance 

07lhj, 

By what is known as "bluffing", it often hap- 
pens that a skillful player with the poorest hand 
will win a pot from a poor player who has the best 
hand. But ..even so, in maiking a (bet, the skillful 
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player takes a chance that he will not be dalled. 
Where the players are equally skillful, then "draw 
poker" isi puirely a game of chance, and the player 
with the best hand will win. Wheoii ai player comes 
in a pot before the draw, lie does it upon the theo- 
ry that he ihas the best hand or a chaince to win 
the pot. When he stays in until after the draw, he 
takes a chance that he either had the best 'hand 
at the time of the draw, or that it will be improved, 
and he will have the best hand after the dria.w. 

All of such matters are elements of chance 
which make "draw pokei'' so fascinating and in- 
teresting to those who love to play the game. 

lu the final analysis, although it is a ig'^me of 
mlore or less skill, yet, everything else heing equal, 
it is a game of chanice, as to what cards you will 
get in the draw, and as whether you will have the 
best hand after the draw, together with the oihance 
that any player, who makes the bet, will not be 
called, and thus he will win the pot, Oir if he 
is called, thiat the one making the original bet will 
halve the best hanjd. In the event the bet is made 
after the draw, and the bet is then raised, the one 
iraising the ibet takes the chance thiat he either has 
the best hand or that the player (making the origi- 
nal bet will lay down his hand. 

',Draw poker'' has always been talnd always 
will be played and iini the United States, it is 



kffiiown as the "National Game'' where, as a gene- 
ral rule, the game is played in the homes, private 
clubs or in a secret place. Even so, it is everywhere 
known and recognized als a gambling game, amd 
with some rare exceptions, the igame of "poker" 
is prohibited by law in all civilized countries. 

Although there is more or less skill in the 
playing, we are clearly of the Qpiinion that ''draw 
poker" is a game of chance within the meaning 
of ISection 1 of Act No. 1757. 

The judlgment of the lower court is affirm.fcd, 
with costs. 

Tenj days after the publicaftion of this deci- 
sion final judgment will be entered in accordance 
herewith, and five days thereafter the record wUl 
be reamended to the court below. 

It is so ordered.

Tarlac But by sheer grit, coupled with an excep- 
tional mind and doggish perseverance ,he rose to the 
merited position he now helds. Colonel Santos' 
first great ambition in life was to see the world. 
Fired by that adventurous Ilocano spirit which has 
sent the members of his people not only to every 
part of the Philippines but abroad as well, young 
Paulino gave up his position as municipal teacher in 
Camiling and left for the Navy Yard at Cavite in 
October 1908 with the sole object of enlisting in the 
Navy. Unfortunately, cholera broke out in Manila 
and as a result enlistment in the Navy was imme- 
diately stopped, hence his ambition was not rea- 
lized. Not having any money to pay his fare back 
home he took the first job he could get which was 
as a bottle-washer for an aerated water concern. 
Young Santos might have risen to be president of 
the company had he stuck to his job but he saw no 
future in washing bottles so he decided to become a 
soldado. 

It was on January 22, 1909 when young Pau- 
lino, then eighteen years of age, signed up for his 
first enlistment. It took him a little more than 
three years to climb up the ladder from recruit to 
supply sergeant. After his first enlistment expired 
he became a civil service clerk in which position he 



remained until February 21, 1914 when he was ap- 
pointed 3rd Lieutenant in the Constabulary. He 
was sent to the Constabulary school for training 
and from the outset he displayed marked ability, 
graduating at the head of his class. Immediately 
after completing his training course at the Consta- 
bulary school he began his work as a field officer. 
Two months after his commission as lieutenant, Cap- 
tain Tobey, his immediate superior, reported that 
the young lieutenant **could be given independent 
command at once'*. That was in 1914. Since that 
time nothing but praise and commendation has fol- 
lowed Colonel Santos in his progressive rise in rank. 
Because of his marked ability 3rd Lieut. Santos was 
promoted to second lieutenant within the short space 
of a year and a half after he was commissioned as 
an officer. He attained the rank of first lieutenant 
on June 13, 1917 and was elevated to the rank of 
Captain on October 12, 1918. He was the first Fi- 
lipino to be made Provincial Commander of the only 
two real Moro provinces, Lanao and Sulu, and the 
first to be made Deputy-Governor-at-large in these 
two provinces. In 1923 he became a Major and the 
following year he assumed the post of Adjutant, the 
position which he held up to his designation as As- 
sistant District Commander for Southern Luzon 
this month. 

Throughout his career as an officer Colonel 
Santos distinguished himself in the positions he has 
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held. It was due to his exceptional ability as an 
officer that lie came to be known years ago as the 
outstandinig" Filipino officer in the seivice, having 
eamed a most enviable record for general efficien- 
cy. 

Perhaps one of Colonel Santos' outstanding 
achievements is the commendable manner he admin- 
istered Lanao during his incumbency as governor 
of that province. To hi!m is given the credit of 
having so improved Lanao and Sulu as to inspire 
respect among the Moros for Filipino officials, 
thereby making the Filipinization of the service in 
Mindanao possible. So well did he accomplish his 
tasks as chief executive of Lanao that he not only 
maintained peace and order in the province but at 
the same time drew the enthusiastic praise of a 
great majority of the leading Moro datus who com- 
mended him to Governor-General Wood. 

Colonel Santos is the proud possessor of a mer- 
itorious service star for his part in the Mindanao- 
Sulu campaigns of 1923 "for energy, ability, and 
success in organizing and leading the operations 
against Moro outlaws of Gurain, Lanao and for ini- 
tiative and efficiency in developing progress in 
education, agriculture, and channels of communi- 
cation in Lanao while Governor of the province.''

nances, as it is requiiied by the logi'cjtl order of 
these provisions, thus beeoming as Art. 70. 

For the same reason Art. 204 which deals on 
the presdriptron of senteniaes imposed in accordance 
with any other law or ordinance should follow ar- 
ticle 70 otf the Bill which deals on the ti'mie and 
manner in w)hich sentences prescribe, occupying 
the corresp'onding number after numbering the 
said articles as already stated. 

After article 78, '^credit of time for preven- 
tive imprisonment," should follow all of article 293 
w^hich speaks of the "credit for preventive impri- 
sonment to those sentenced in accordance with 
other laws and ordinance''. In this manner there 
will remain only as final provisions, articles 289, 
290, 296, and 297, of the Bill. 

It is obvious that by accepting the suggestions 
herein enumerated with respect to the order of tiio 
articles, a revision of the numbers of the ai tides 
cited in a/rticles 290 and 296 is necessary. 

It will be seein that the suggestions that I 
make, without counting What has been said about 
article 2, concern m'ore about the form rather than 
the suibstance of the Bill. 

Let us now examine Book 2 of the Bill. The 
infractions of law Which Book 2 of the Bill corrects 
are not in a great majority new cases of delinquien- 
cy. Speaking generally, they are the same acts pu- 
nished by the Penal Code or their special laws but 
tlhey in a manner more reasonable according to 
circumstances, 

In reality, of the 298 articles of the Bill which 
define infractions and impose their correction, if I 
am not mistaken in counting, there are only 8 w^hich 
penalize infratcions formerly not punished by the 
Penal Code or special laws. These 8 articles are: 
Art. 91, whidh penalize with prision menor the es- 
pionage; Art. 99, which punishes with prision me- 
nor the tuimultuus disturbances of peaceful gathe- 
lings; Art. 199, par. 2, which punishes with pri- 
sion menor the frustrated or attempted suicide; 
Art. 221 wlhich punishes with arresto medio the 
one who under any circumstance fail to assist or 
help within the means and resources under his 
command a person w^ho may accidentally have re- 
ceived a lesion or injury. Art. 269 and 270 which 
punish defamation or that of committing an act 
which without constituting false testimony tends 
directly to inculpate an innocent person in the com- 



mission of a crime or that of intriguing with the 
principal object of blackening the honor or repu- 
tation of a peirson; Art. 279 which punishes' the 
slight abuses with lewd designs committed against 
person of one of the other sex Who is over 12 years 
and less than 21 years of age. Art. 282 which pu- 
nishes with reclusion menor the white slave traffic. 

The chaipters which comprisie Book 2 from 12 
to 35 treat respectively df the following subjects: 

Chapter 12. Crimes ag.ainst national security 
with two sections; the first about treason and 
espionage and the second about provocation and 
disloyalty in time of war. Chapter 13. Crimes 
Against the right of men; the first section dealing 
about slavery and servitude and the second about 
piracy. Chapter 14. Crimes against the fundamen- 
tal laws; the 'first section about arbitrary deten- 
tion and expulsion; the second section about illegal 
entry or violation of privacy of home and of cor- 
respondence; the thiid section about the distur- 
baince of peaceful gatherings; and section 4, albout 
crimes of revolution rebellion and sedition. Chap- 
v/ith disturbance of public order and comprise 
crimes of revolution rebellion and sedition. Chap- 
ter 16, about crimes against legislative bodies and 
the like, and in its sedond section violation of par- 
liaimlentary imimunity. Chapter 17 treats of ilicit 
reunions and associations. Chapter 18 punishes at- 
tempts, resistance, and disobedience to persons in 
authority and their ajgents. Chapter 19, about dan- 
gers of public order and punishes public disturban- 
ces and tumults, the improper use of the means of 
publication; the giving of alarms and scandals and! 
committing acts of destiimctive and obstacles in 
the lines of communication. Chapter 20 deals with 
the breaking of sentences. Chapter 21, ipToout fal- 
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sifications: the first section comprises falsifica- 
tion of stamps, signatures, zeals, legislative docu- 
ments, and industrial marks; the second sectioin 
punishes falsification of coins and imioneys; the 
third section refiers to the falsification of bank 
Lotes or paper money, documents of credit, and 
zealed paper and the importation of the same; the 
fourth section punishes the falsification of public 
documents and of commerce, private docuiment andl 
telegraphic and telei^honic messages; the fifth sec- 
tion puiniishes falsification of passports, cedulas 
perscmaleSy and certificates; and the sixth section 
punishes the preparation and em(ployment of ins- 
truments for committing acts of falsifi^tion. 
Chapter 22 about falsehoods, the first section re- 
fers to t*he machinatioinis to alter the price of things 
the second section to friaiuds; the third to the si- 
imiulation of quality, titles and improper use of uni- 
fojrms ^nd insignia; the fourth, to false testimony. 
Chapter 23 deals with the corruption of public 
functionis and is divideidl into 3 sections: the first 
punishes (prevarication; the 2nd bribery, the 3rd 
usurpation of office. Chapter 24 punishes illegal 
exadtions and unlawful business. Chatpter 25 about 
the malversation of public funds and piroperty. 
Chapter 26 about the infidelity of ^public officials 
and employees, and conxprises 4 sectons: the first 
punishes infidelity in the custody of prisoners, the 
second, infidelity in the custody of documents, the 
3rd, the revelation of secrets, anid! tine 4th, disobe- 
dience and other irregularities of public officers 
and employees. Chapter 27 deals with gambling 
and other prohibited games. Chajpter 28 punishes 
the serious public scandal and immoral propagan- 
da. Chapter 29 pi'<|ni^hes vagraoicy. Chapter 30 
deals with crimes againist life and comprises five 
sections which punish: the 1st, violent death (par- 
ricide, mlurder, hqm.tcidle, and disdharge of fire- 
arms) ; the 2nd, albortion ; the 3ird, lesimes and 
vialtratos de obva; the 4th, duelling; and the 5th, 
deals with special circumstainces in cases df violent 
death and injuries. Chapter 31 speaks of crimes 
againsts liberty kn^ personal security; it is divi- 
diei into 4 sections : the first punishes illegal deten- 
tions aind kidn^ipping of minors; the second, aban- 
donment of invalid persons; the third, forcible en- 
try, threats and coacti'ons; the fourth, discovery 
and revelation of secrets. Chapter 32, aj'cout the 
crimes against property and comprises 6 sections. 
The first punishes robbeiy; the second, theft and 
usurpation; the third, the pi^ishable insolvency; 
the fourthi, estafu and abuse of confidence; the 
fifth., arson and other destructive acts; and the 
sixth, damages. Chapter 33 speaks of the crimes 
against honor and comprises two sections v/hich 
penalize: first, the defamation in its oral land writ- 
ten forms; second the iniculpatory statements. 
Chapter 34 speaks of crime against honesty, and 
consists of 4 sections; t':e first ipiunishes adultery, 



concubinage and rape; the second, seduction an^ 
abduction; the third, the abiisos deshowestos, and 
the fourth, corruption of nlinors and white slave 
tr^affic. And lasitly. Chapter 35 deals with the 
crimes against civil status : the first section punis- 
hes the simulation of hirth {suposicion de parted), 
and) the second, illeg:al marriage. 

It is clear thait there are crimes punished by 
the Penal Code that have no plaice in the Bill; for 
example, crimes whidh compromise the peace and 
the independence of the iState, crimes of lesa ^w^i- 
jestad, against the ministers of the crown and 
against the form oif government; crimes regia<rding 
religion of the ISltate, eto., etc., somfe of these for 
being incompatible with the- painciples of our go- 
vernfrrent, others for aiot responding to the actual 
conditions of the country, and still others, for be- 
ing already provided for sand punished 'by special 
laws. 

As has been already stated, the provisions of the 
Bill which penalize new crimes are relatively few. 
It is to be noteidl that the other crimes provided i^n 
this Bill, with different punishment of course, 
have precedents either in the acts penalized by the 
Penal Code in it articles: 127, 128, 145, 149, 150, 153 
154, 166, 167, 170 to 172, 174, 175, 179, 184, 189, 
193, 200 to 205, 207 to 209, 211, 218 to 220, 222,

into potential officers. He lauded the. project5j of 
organizing a national defense u-nit in the islands as 
a "very good idea'' and promised to exert every ef- 
fort to cany out the plains conteived by his prede- 
cessor. 

Briefly stated, General MacArthur's plain, was 
to establish Citizens' Training Camps in the three 
major army posts in the islands: Fort William 
McKiniley, Fort Mills, and Fort Stotsenberg, and to 
introduce regular Army training in the RO.T.C. 
units of the various universities and colleges in the 
islands and place them on the :^,ame level with R. 
O.T.C. units of the Unitde States which graduate 
young men into the reserve corp? of the xVrmy 

At present vjy means is available for the train- 
ing of citizens, in the ways and drills of the Army. 
Nor are the R.O' T.C. units given the recognition by 
the War Department as to enable gi-aduates there- 
from to obtain reserve officers' commissions. 

General MacArthur believed that the deve- 
lopment of a national defense unit in the Phil- 
ippine? was a most important undertakirrg. 
Through his initiative he presented a plan 
to War Department officials for the gradual 
training of Filipino citizens into officers. He 
had so progressed with his plans that the details 
for B» citizeni's trainimg camp at Fort McKinley was 
formulated and/ was to be established the middle 
part of next year. General MacArthur 's appoint- 
ment as chief of staff of the Army, however, rais- 
ed the question as to whether or not the plan would 
be carried Out. General Hines has given assurance 



that the plaiiS of his predecessor would be followed 
and carried out and he is expecting co-opeiation 
from the new chief of staff who is now in a position 
to render still more constructive support to the 
project. 

General Hines is particularly fitted to pro^mite 
the R. O.T.C. ahd C.T.C. movements here as during 
the four years previous to his assignment to the 
Philippines Department most of his work related to 
the organization and supervision of these training 
units in various sectiors of the United States. 

General Hiiras assumed' his new command in 
the Philippines on October 2. He expressed^ his 
pleasure at returning to the Philippines after sever- 
al years absence. General Hines had completed 
three previous tours of duty in the Philippines be- 
fore his present tour. His first tour v/as in 1900, 
his second in 1908, and his third in 1911. He left 
the Philippines for the last time in 1912. 

Courtesy calls have been paid to General Hines 
by Governor-General Davis, General Nathorst and 
members of his staff including Colonel Bowers, 
Colonel Livingstone and Lt. Col. Santos. 
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COLONEL JOSE DE LOS REYES RETIRES AFTER 
29 YEARS OF ACTIVE SERVICE

Garcia crossed Manila Bay in a banca and landed 
in Bataan Province. He failed to receive much 
support from the peqple of Bataan and by the 
vigorous action of Captain Hall, inspector of the 
constabulary, who was sent to temporarily take 
charge of the movement, and of the Bataan con- 
stabulary and the second company, Philippine 
Scouts, temporarily placed under command of 
the distiict director, the band was ohiased from 
place to place until they left Bataan, about July 
7. Lieutenant Jose de los Reyes, of the Bulacan 
constabulary, was operating' against the band, 
with station at Hagonoy, and he soon had inform- 
ation of their movements whie'n they tried to re- 
enter the jurisdiction of that town. Lieutenant 
Reyes located the band :and attacked themi early 
on the morning of July 9 at the sitio of Balic- 
Balic, jurisdiction of Hagonoy, with 19 constab- 
ulary and 4 Hagonoy police, in a veiy swam^py 
rice field with deep mud. The Santa Igleiias had 
fu/lly 55 men, with 37 rifles, and evidently consid- 
eredi that they would have no trouble in captur- 
ing Reyes witn his small detachment, as they 
called upon him once or twice to surrender. Re- 
yes attacked galantly and stood off the larger 
foice until he was assisted, about 10 a.m. by 9 
more policemen from Hagonoy and a little later 
by Lieutenants Walker and Bustos of the Pam- 
panga constabulary with 20 men. A complete 
route of the ladtones followed and in all 20 were 
killed, including the leader of the band, Manuel 
Garcia, alias Tui, who was also the leader in the 
raid on Malolos. A number of the baud have 
since surrendered to the governor of Bulacan or 
to Major Orwig of the constabulary there." 

Colonel de los Reyes requested his retirement 
because of failing health. It was with much rerget 
that General Nathorst and Governor Davis consent- 
ed to retirement of the veteran officer who had 
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'*grown up'' with the organization and who had 
rendered such meritorious service duiring- his twen- 
ty-nine years of active duty. 

Colonel Reyes has been lauded by various 
ranking officers of the Constabulary and other 
insular officials for his ability. In 1918 General 
Nathorst said of the retiring officer: "Dec. 31, 
1918 — Col. Reyes is a deep thinker, a man whohas 
the efficiency of the seivice very close at heart. 
An excellent all around officer.'' In 1920 General 
Niathorist said: "Lieut.-Col. Jose de los Reyes is a 
very efficient, conscious and loyal officer". These 
commendations are the key note of other high 
praise heaped upon Colonel Reyes during his service 
in the Constabulary. 

Of recent date, Colonel de los Reyes was ap- 
pointed Chief of the Custoims secret service force, 
a position he will be especially qualified to assume.

Don't, if you are owner or operia*or, conductor 
or chauffeun of TPU- truck or PU-automobile, 
forget that you are in duty bound to permit 
<ihi'efs of railroad or railways stations or their 
agents, members of the Constalbulary, in- 
spectors of the Bui'eaus of Publici Works and 
Public Service Commission to stop and invest- 
igate any of your cars to ascertain if the opera- 
tion thereof is within the law and traffic regula- 
tions. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator of TPU-truck, 
PU-, or G-automobile, neglect to keep a book 
iiu which you shall irecord in chronological order 
of their occurence all accidents that may hap- 
pen in relation with the operation of any of 
your cars, the nature, /canis.es, and ^consequences 
of each and the measures taken by you to avoidi 
their recurrence. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator of TPU-, or 
G-automobile, neglect to report to the Public 
Service Oomlmissioni on or before the 10th day 
of each month a detailed account of all ac- 
cidents that occured during the preceding 
month, if any, as are s^hown in the 'book stated 
in the next preceding paragraph. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator of TPU-truck, 
PU-, or G-automobile, neglect to report to the 
Public Service Commission within 24 hours any 
serious accident involving death or serious 
physical injury which may occur in relation 
with the operation of any of your cars. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator of TPU-truck, 
PU-, or G-automobile, nieglect to submit your 
Annual Report to the Public Sei"vice Commis- 
sion on or before the 10th day of February of 
each year. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator of TPU-truck 
or PU-automobile, forget that stubs receipt 
used (ticJket stubs used) shall be preserved 
and sih^ll not be destroyed withoiut ha-ving first 
obtained permission therefore from tHe Public 
Service Commission. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator, conductor or 
chauffeur of TPU-truok or PU-afutomobile, for- 
get that fares and freights charges shall be 
collected at the moment the passenger or freight 
are taken on your cars, and you shall forth- 
with issue the necessary ;aind properly punch- 
ed tickets. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator of TPU-trucks, 
fail to have one extra truck in good condition 
for emergency purposes, or to te used only 



by you in case onie of your tru'dks temporarily 
gets out of order. 

Don't, if you are owner oir operator of TPU-trucks, 
PU-, or G-automobiles, replace or sujbstitute 
any of your cars with new or any other cars 
without (prior authority from the Public Service 
Commission. Remiember that the extra car 
mentioned in the next preceding paragraph is 
for emergency purposes only. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator, conductor or 
chauffeur of TPU-truck or PU-autmobile, 
forget that passengers under 3 years old are 
exempted from the payment of fares; those 
foim 3 to 9 years old are considered half-fare 
passengers; and those above 9 years old. are 
taken as full-fare passengers. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator, condtictor or 
chauffeur of TPU-truck or PU-automobile, for- 
get that each full-ifare passenger who may ride 
in your truck or automobile is entitled to bring 
with him free of charge baggage weighing not 
more than 10 kilos. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator of TPU-tru|cks, 
PU-, or G-automobiles, make any attempt to 
increase or reduce the number of any of your 
cars without ,prior authority or approvpil of the 
Public Service Commission,. 

Don't, if you are owner or opeirator of TPU-truck, 
PU-, or G-automobile, neglect to keep up, or

Don't, if you are ownter or opea'Sftor of TPU-truciks 
or PUnautomobiles, forget that Inspectors of the 
Puiblic Service Commission are by law entitled 
to free trainsportation in any of your cars if 
thiey travel on official business. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator, conductor or 
chauffeur of TPU- TH-, or T-tru)c!k, PU-, or 
G-automobile, operate any of these cars if it is 
in bad condition, improperly marked or equip- 
ped or, in any way, unisafe or unfit to be oiper- 
laited. 

Don^'t, if you are owner or opearator, conductor or 
chauffeur of TPU-, TH-, or T-truck, PU-, or 
G-automobile, overload any of these cars by 
carrying passengers or freights more than 
their approved carrying capacity. 

Don't, if you are owner or chauffeur of TH-truck, 
forget to provide the said truck with seats or 
benches for paissengers in addition to the front 
seat provided for the chauffeur, aiior operate the 
said trujck if it is so 'equipped or provided with 
extra seats or benches. 

Don't, if you are owner or ichauffeur of T-truck, 
carry in. this truck passengers or freights, 
emiployees or laiborers not belonging to, or own- 
ed by, the commercial firm, institution of learn- 
ing, or private individual owninig suich truck. 

Don't, if you ara owner or operator, conductor or 
chauffeur of TPU-truck, PU-, or G-automobile, 
give rebates in rates, or charge rates other 
than those approved by thie Public Service 
Commission. 

Don't, if you are owner or operator, conductor Or 
chauffeur of TPU-truck, PU-, or G-automobile, 
operate any of these cars without bringing 
with you a good watch to help you deteniiine 
the time of your departure from, or arrival at, 
different points. 

Don't, if you aie owner or operator of TPU-truck, 
PU-, or G-automobile, neglect to provide eaich 
and all of these cars with a copy of the DECI- 
SION of the Puiblic Service Commission which 
contains rates, time and coniddtions of your 
Certificate of Puiblic Convenience.

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A COUNTRY OUTPOST vs. A CITY GARRISON 

(Continued from page 9) 

carpenter. Some of the disadvantages of duty at 
an out-station are: an officer falls somewhat be- 
hind in his knowledge of current events. Novel- 
ties, aits, invenitions, talkies, concerts, paintings 
etc. which are regularly found im the cities are 
almost unknown in the frontier stations. Ro;ads 
and trails are rough and narrow, anid' automdbiiles 
can mot be used. Travel is done on horesebajck 
or afoot. An officer can not pass the time by at- 
tending a stadium. He suffers the disadvantage of 
being far from his High Superiors and from be- 
ing unable to consult with them on official matters; 
and above all he must suffer the odium of being 
call&d a "Provinciano''. However the advantages 
of service at a remote country station pieponder- 
LR/te, on the whole, over the disadvantages.'' 

2nd Lieut. 611 finds that service at an isol- 
ated: station tends to make him awkward in society. 
H^e drops behind his citified colleagues in matters 
of culture. He may know the rules of etiquette, 
but he experiences difficulty in putting them into 
(Practice. Costant contact with mountain people 
cause hirrt to yield, little by little, to their habits 
and customs. *'I do not mean that he necessarily 
becomes ill-mannered; but he loses much of his 
foimer polish and refinement.'' 

On the other hand an officer at a remote 
station increases his knowledge of field work by 
practical experience. He has to reply on his own 
judgment. He becomes familiar with the rivers, 
forests, mountains, and trails of the wild district 
which his company or detachment ptatrols. The 
knowledge thus gained is likely to be useful to him 
in future operations in the field against outlaws. 
His duties are those of a pioneer. Sometimles of- 
ficers stationed in such wild districts become 
Deputy Justices of the Peace. In this way they 
gain much knowledge and experience which they 
would not otherwise get. At remote stations 
living is -generally cheap. Where game is abundant 
the problem of meat supply is solved. Vegetables 
can usually be raised at a station without cost, so 
that an officer assigned to such a station can 
readily save money. 

An offcer stationed in a city, such as Manila, 
is aipt to beciome sharper in manner, because of his 
frequent contact with high authorities. He be- 
comes socially polished and carries himself with 
ease in the presence of his superiors. He rubs 
shoulders with his brother officers, amid with 
people of the Best Society including the Chiefs 
of Comrqerce. Th,ese influences are essential to the 
moulding of his chariacter; and because of his 
daily contact with the mandh of even-ts his mind 
is broadened... In Manila some officers are able 
to enroll in the scholls or colleges >and take special 
courses, such as law. This is advantgeous both 



to the officers themselves, and to the organiza- 
tion. In a remote station an officer can do no 
better than take a correspondence course, which is 
not adequate. 

The great disadvantaige of garrison service in 
a city is the high cost of living. The cost of social 
obligations is also high. In order that an officer 
may command! social respect, he must live up to 
a certain standard. The difficulties of his problem 
laire doubled or tripled of he is married and has to 
support a large family. Usually it is better for a 
young officer to be sent to a lonely provincial sta- 
tion in the early peiiod of his service, and to a 
more ipopuilous center later on, for if, after a period 
of city life he is sent to remote station he will 
feel the rrjonotony and isolation. A young officer 
should live wisely. He should avoid getting mar- 
ried and accumulating a laage family which his 
small sialary will not support. He should! save mo- 
ney so as to have a nest-egg for future emergencies. 
The time to do this is when he serves at a remote 
aind insolated station." 

2nd Lieut. 6(}4 finds that at a remote station 
an officer has to use a *'barroto" or sink. He can^ 
not keep himself up-to-date in "current event news, 
whereas in the city he would be surrounded by all 
kinds of 'newspapers. In a large town an officer 
does not get tired of inspecting, as there is plenty 
of transportation. In a distant provincial section 
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(such as Miadanao) the roads are very bad, no bet- 
ter than pig-trails, and very rocky. Why? Beceuse 
the ipeople are lazy and Ihiave no ambition to im- 
prove themselves. . . . However in isolated sta- 
tions the soldiers are well trained to fight with 
fanatics. At isolated stations the meni are not 
w;ell clothed, owing to the fact that requisitions do 
not arrive on timie, etc ... . Ani officer stationed in 
a icity, like Manila or Cebu, will always find out 
before the 15th of each month that he has no 
more than FIVE CENTAVOS in his pocket. This 
is a prove fiaxjt by the writer of this 'Thesis". 
If an officer is stationed at an isolated post he can 
save money, iespecially if he has a family an>d his 
wife knows hoiw to save his money for ihdm. Why? 
Prom one month's end to another he is troubled 
with 'Jio visitors in the house. Food is cheap. In 
the city the price of all commudities is sky-high. 
And m. the city you must be "social'' so as to up- 
hold the standard of the Constabulary. If a pro- 
minent main invites an officer and his family to 
dine with him, the officer must return the com- 
plinieints." Lieutenant . 604 concluld'es with the 
statement that there iare numberless other points 
he couild di^ouss, but as he has already written 
1200 words he will refrain from further details 
with regard to service at a station like Siargo 
Island. 

Lieut. 603 invites attention to the fact that 
an oficer stationed at an outpost *'learn.s the se- 
crets of the woods, hills, valleys, and rivers. iS,uch 
places may he the lairs of criminals." This offi- 
cer also enlarges on the cheif.priiess of living in the 
country as compared with the city. In the city 
an officer Sipeinds money on automobiles, street 
cars, land calesas. He is enticed by many beautiful 
thimgs suclh, as talkies, auinivals, and so forth; and 
he spends all his savings on them. Fresh vegeta- 
bles are necessary for the health of officers and 
enlisted men. Their bo'cHes need vita|mins. In a 
city fresh vegetables are expensive. In the country 
they can be cultivated in the Staion garden. In 
remote stations the Constabulary can hunt wild 
Jiogs, birds, md deer for the mess, and musical 
|nstrun>ents and athletic equipment ca.n be bought 
with mess savings. 

Lieut. 608 points out that at isolated sta- 
tions am officer or enlisted man may contract a 
a disease, and due to the absence of a competent 
physidian, the suffering patient is left to the mer- 
cy of Si}ni inexperienced 'doctor. He may recover 
••simply throi^gh Fate", or due to the ministra- 
tions of the Company practicante. Products of 
the sea are seldom to be obtained at remote interior 
stations, and the men have to subsist on such 
thin,gis as corm, rice, camotes and coconuts. ... In 
such places a iconstabulary officer oain find nobo- 
dy with whom to exchange views and opinions; 
he becomes "the soul and spirit" of the people 



who look upon him as their Patron Saint. How- 
ever living cionditions are fairly cheap. And a man 
is compelled to save money, as theire are no indu- 
cements for spending a penny uselessly. A Cons- 
tabulary officer at a remote station is expected to 
be a Ja^ck-Jof-all-trades ; an'd if he will live up to 
that precept he will overcome all difficuties, in- 
cluding the absence of a competent doctor. With 
regard to garrison life in a city, this is an inspi- 
ration to fin officer. By contact with a variety of 
people he acquires new ideas, so that although the 
high cost of living in a city cannot be denied, the 
advantages of the city life are worth the additional 
expense.
